“I like the idea of getting new voices 
on the commission to guide the Town 
Council,” Schocke said. “I’m looking 
forward to seeing how this commission 
will steer Highland forward.” n

A typical day for Animal Warden Mike Lam-
bertino and his new assistant Aubrey Llano 
includes a plentiful number of wet dog kisses 
and a fair amount of working to make their 
short-term, furry charges comfortable. 

As the duo who share responsibilities for High-
land Animal Control, Lambertino spent time 
on this late January day posting to Facebook 
in the hope of finding the owners of a German 
Shepherd and another shepherd mix that were 
found in town over the weekend.

“The first thing we do when a dog – or cat – 
comes into our care is check for a collar with 
tags or a microchip,” Lambertino said. “If they 
don’t have either of those and we can’t identify 
the owner, we post a photo and location of 
where the animal was found on Facebook. Our 
hope is within a short window, we are able to 
reunite the animal with its owner.” n

ANIMAL WARDEN, NEW ASSISTANT WARDEN 
LEADING TOWN ANIMAL CONTROL SERVICES

Before he became a town councilman, Roger 
Sheeman had big ideas to grow longstanding 
traditions – like the Fourth of July festival and 
New Year’s Eve festivities – and even bigger plans 
to add dynamic new events to the town calendar.

As the council liaison to the Community Events 
Commission, Sheeman wasted no time in 
reaching out to existing members as well as cit-
izens interested in helping enhance Highland’s 
image as the place to be for fun.

“We want to add venues and entertainment that 
will attract more of our residents as well as those 
from nearby towns,” he said.  “We’re going to 
roll out plans for bigger and better entertain-
ment at our Independence Day festival along 
with additional events later this spring.” n

HOW TO VOLUNTEER
Eager volunteers are vital to promoting 
Highland and extending good will 
throughout the region. One of the bonuses 
of the Community Events Commission is 
the ability to sign up for a one-year stint 
as a volunteer and then re-up as your 
schedule permits. As a volunteer member 
of the Community Events Commission, 
residents can choose a favorite event or 
several — it’s all up to you. 

“The volunteer program is tailor-made 
for working individuals and those who 
have busy schedules, but still want to be 
involved,” Councilman Roger Sheeman 
said. “I encourage anyone who has 
thought about volunteering to give the 
Community Events Commission a try.”

ANIMAL LICENSE FEES
All dogs and cats that call Highland home 
need a license. Registering is a one-step 
process at the Clerk-Treasurer’s Office, 
3333 Ridge Road. Forms require contact 
information as well as pet name, breed, 
sex, color, spay/neuter and vet. A small 
fee applies. The owner will then receive 
a tag the pet is required to wear. Each 
year the town reunites pets and their 
owners through the license program. 

Animal license fees are:

•	 Spayed and neutered animals:  
$7 before March 1, $12 after March 1. 
Requires proof of rabies vaccine.

•	 Animals not spayed and neutered: 
$10 before March 1, $15 after March 
1. Requires proof of rabies vaccine.

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Technology-driven policing was a boon 
to crime-solving in 2019. License plate 
readers, intersection cameras and facial 
recognition gave Highland police an 
edge in solving some of the town’s more 
significant crimes.

Police Chief Pete Hojnicki said data-
driven policing allowed the department 
to schedule officers when and where they 
were needed to prevent criminal activity.

“The public was very helpful in identifying 
suspects we posted on social media,” 
Hojnicki said. “Community policing 
programs that are always ramped up in 
summer and fall allowed us to spend more 
time with residents and learn firsthand 
about their concerns.”

Officers turned feedback from residents 
into action – whether it was speeding 
vehicles, stop sign violations, junk vehicles 
or unkempt properties.

“We kept criminal activity in check in 
2019,” he said. “We encourage residents 
to monitor the HPD Facebook page and 
sign up for SMART 911/RAVE alerts.”
